INTRODUCTION. 


In  this  section  is  given  a  brief  account  of  the  services 
provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  a  whole,  under 
part  III  of  the  National  Health  Services  Act. 

VITiU.  STATISTICS. 

Births. 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Divisional 
area  during  1957  was  1106,  an  increase  of  33  compared  with 
the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE,  19.2  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  compared  with  18.7  for  the  previous  year  was  well 
above  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County  rate  of  16.6  and 
the  England  and  Wales  birth  rate  of  16.1 

Deaths. 


The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Divisional  area  after 
correction  for  transfers  were  592,  an  increase  of  53 
compared  with  1956. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  causes  was  10.3  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population  as  compared  with  9.4  for  the 
previous  year.  Here  again  the  death  rate  compares 
f8.vourably  with  that  for  the  'lest  Riding  Administrative  iixea 
which  is  11.7  and  for  England  and  Wales  11.5 

Infant  Mortality. 

In  1957  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
numbered  23,  a  decrease  of  one  compared  with  the  previous 
yep.r.  The  infpjit  mortality  rate  wa,s  20.8  o,s  against  22.4 
in  the  previous  yop.r.

iUl  tho  domiciliary  midwivos  held  ihe  certificate  in 
gas  and  air  ano^lgesia  administration  and  were  ecjuipped 
with  the  necessary  appaxatus. 

Gas  and  air  ana.lgcsia  only  was  given  in  72  cases. 
Pethidine  only  was  given  in  lig  cases,  and  gas  and  air 
and  pethidine  was  given  in  274  opuses. 

ihito  W atal  Clinics. 

There  axe  four  ante-nat.al  Clinics  in  the  Division  which 
•are  held  a,t  Pontefraxt,  Pea^therstone ,  Knottingley  and 
Ferrybridge,  axd  during  the  year  553  patients  attended,  of 
which  437  were  now  p£,tients.  The  tota,l  number  of  a.ttendance 
was  3554. 

At  0,11  of  these  Clinics  post-nata,l  exajnina,tions  a-re 
caxried  out  axd  182  patients  were  exajnined  post-nata.lly 
during  the  ye  ax. 


Relaxation  Classes. 

Relaxa,tion  Classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  a-t 
the  Pontefract,  Foa.therstone  and  Knottingley  Clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  bo  v\^ell  a.ttendod  and  the  number 
of  attendances  a,t  those  Clinics  during  the.  yeax  was  833. 

Institutional!  Midwifery. 

Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  either  to 
the  Castleford  Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity 
Unit,  Homsworth. 

No  difficulty  ha.s  been  experienced  regaxding  ma.ternity 
accommodation,  although  it  ha.s  not  always  been  possible  to 
secure  a.dmission  to  the  hospital  of  the  patient’s  choice. 

Due  to  travelling  difficulties  there  is  a  preference  for  the 
Castleford  Maternity  Home,  a-lthough  our  allocation  of  beds 
is  much  smaller  than  a.t  Southmoor. 

CHILD  \7ELF;iRE. 

In  this  Division,  Infant  Welfare  sessions  axe  held  at 
seven  fixed  premises.  The  Pontefract,  Fea.therstone  and 
Knottingley  Clinics  are  County  owned  premises,  whilst  the 
ones  at  Caxleton,  Ferrybridge,  Streethouse  and  Beal  are 
held  in  hired  premises.  A  mobile  Clinic  visits  four 
parishes  in  the  Rural  district  and  is  proviiig  very  popular. 

It  is  hoped  to  bo  a.ble  to  extend  the  are-a  of  opera,tion 
in  the  next  yeax.

Due  to  the  large  nimhers  of 
children  awaiting  examination  it  has  been  necessary  on 
occasions  to  hold  additional  sessions  which  have  been 
held  by  Dr.  J.V,  Kirkwood,  and  during  the  year  1238 
children  were  examined.

B.C,G-.  Vaccination  Against  Tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  against  iuborculosis  was  offered  to  all 
children  in  the  year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the 
consent  of  the  parents  a  tost  is  performed  to  see  if  the 
child  has  already  encountered  the  germ  of  Tuberculosis. 

If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken,  as  it  is 
assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  na,tural  immunity. 

If,  however,  the  tost  indicates  that  the  child  has  not 
encountered  tubercle  bacillus,  then  va,ccination  is 
carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this 
age  the  np.tural  resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop 
and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protection  during  the  years  of 
increp.sed  risk.

Vaccination  a.gainst  Poliomyelitis. 

The  programme  to  vaccinate  against  poliomyelitis  all 
children  born  between  1947  and  1954  was  continued  during 
the  year,  although  supplies  of  vaccine  v/ere  limited. 
During  the  year,  1935  children  received  a,  complete  course 
of  protection  from  loc?,l  Health  Authority  Medico,!  Officers. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Government  decided  to 
extend  the  age  groups  of  children  to  be  dealt  with  so  as 
to  include  a,ll  children  born  in  the  years  1943-1956 
inclusive,  and  babies  born  in  the  first  ha,lf  of  1957. 

In  addition,  va,ccination  was  to  be  offered  to  all 
expectant  mothers. 

In  order  that  vaccination  should  proceed  as  quickly 
a,s  possible,  it  was  decided  to  import  supplies  of  Salk 
vaccine  from  the  United  States  of  juiiorica,  and  Canada. 

The  first  supplies  were  duo  to  arrive  at  the  beginning 
of  1958.

DDENTAL  HE/iDTH. 

The  menta.l  health  work  in  the  division  consists  mainly 
of  the  supervision  of  defectives  under  Volmtary  and 
Statutory  Supervision,  and  in  the  provision  of  reports  on 
home  conditions  to  Hospital  Mana,gement  Gomiaittees.  The 
nearest  Occupation  Centre  to  this  anea  is  a,t  Castleford  end 
at  the  end  of  the  year  15  children  from  this  area  were 
attending  there.  For  the  children  who  were  considered 
unsuitable  for  the  Occupation  Centre,  group  training  classes 
are  held  twice  weekly  at  the  Pontefract,  Peatherstone  and 
Knottingley  Clinics,  where  the  Home  Teacher,  hirs.  Argile 
provides  training  in  handicrafts  of  various  sorts. 

IvIEDICAL  EXAJvUNATIOH  POP  SUPERAHHUATIOH  PURPOSES 

New  entrants  to  the  County  Council  Service  are  required 
to  undergo  a  medical  examination  to  see  if  they  are ^ suitable 
for  admission  to  the  Superannuation  Scheme,  and  during  the 
year  I  examined  63  candidates.  In  addition,  2  members  of  the

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  ray  fourth  Annual  Report  in  which  are 
given  facts  and  comments  relating  to  the  activities  of  the  Department 
during  1957 • 

The  Report  comprises  four  principal  sections  together  v;ith  an  appendix 
of  tables  which  I  hope  v/ill  prove  to  be  of  some  interest  and  not  just  a  mere 
page  or  two  of  statistics. 

Any  optimism  "which  prevailed  during  the  first  part  of  the  year  concerning 
in^jrovements  affecting  general  Public  Health  conditions  in  the  district  "was 
utterly  and  completeHy  destroyed  by  the  great  financial  crisis  towards  the  end 
of  the  summer.  This  was  indeed  a  bitter  pill  to  swallow  and  all  of  the  many 
schemes  already  prepared  were  immediately  banished  from  our  thoughts  once  more. 
Even  slum  clearance,  a  first  priority,  had  to  be  reviewed,  so  perhaps  it  was 
an  omen  of  better  times  to  come  when  tov^ards  the  end  of  December,  the  Council 
received  consent  from  the  Ministry  to  go  ahead  'vidth  the  relatively  large 
extension  to  their  Ifenor  Garth  housing  estate  at  Kellington. 


The  most  inportant  improvement  carried  out  in  the  district  over  the  past 
few  years  occurred  during  the  early  part  of  1957 ,  when  the  curtailed  scheme  for 
augmenting  the  water  supply  to  Monlo  Pryston  and  the  northern  parishes  was 
commenced  and  completed  well  within  the  time  schedule  allowed. 

The  only  major  statutes  affecting  the  work  of  the  Department,  which  came 
into  operation  during  the  year,  were  the  revised  Housing  Act  and  the  Rent  Act. 


The  former  simply  consolidated  into  one  Act  the  provisions  contained  in 
the  several  Housing  Acts  already  in  operation.  The  Rent  Act  was  con^jletely 
new  in  its  conception,  especially  v^hen  relating  to  houses  remaining  under  rent 
control.  A-oiH'ications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  have  been  few  in  number, 
yet  rents  have  been  raised  on  many  sub-standard  houses.  One  cannot  help  but 
think  that  the  lack  of  response  by  such  tenants  is  not  entirely  due  to 
iterance  of  the  pro^/isions  of  the  Act,  but  by  the  simple  truth  that  even  nov/ 
the  increased  rents  are  substantially  less  than  those  commanded  by  Council 
Houses,  coupled  v/ith  an  inherent  fear  that  their  actions  would  precipitate 
the  demolition  or  closure  of  their  homes,  and  the  possibility  of  being  asked 
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to  move  to  another  locality. 

Once  again  I  must  urge,  if  and  v/hca  the  opportmity  arises,  that  there 
be  no  de3.ay  in  imple’uon.i.'ing  the  schemes  already  prepared  for  improving  the 
sanitation  of  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  district. 

Although  there  v/ere  m.any  improvements  to  premises  dioring  1957, 
particularly  to  food  prtinises,  the  ever  increasing  amount  of  time  spent 
on  administration  makes  it  impossible  for  one  officer  to  completely  cope 
with  every  aspect  of  the  work,  resulting  in  much  routiiie  work  being  left 
undone, 

Finally,  may  I  express  appreciation  for  the  valuable  assistance  given 
to  me  by  Miss  17.  Bums  ray  clerk  and  I  also  v/ish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council,  the  Heads  and  staff  of  other  departments  for  their  co-operation,

SMITAI^Y  CIRCUlVKTi^'iCES . 
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WATER  SUPPLIES 

K.or,t  of  the  Tv-Bter  for  the  dd.otrlct  is  "^^ought  from  the  Pontefract  and  Goole 
Corporations  and  the  Hemsv/orth  Rural  District  Council.  The  Council’s  ovm  small 
water  works  at  Darringtcnj  which  also  serves  the  parish  of  Stapleton,  supplements 

this  hulk  supply. 

Thi  s  source  ab  L'arrington  continued  to  provide  a  satisfacto3ry  supply  for 
that  area  and  samnling  has  proved  the  efficiency  of  the  injector  type  chlorinator 
installed  a  fev/  years  ago.  Unfortunately  the  extreme  hardness  of  this  \?ater 
continues  to  he  the  cause  of  complaint. 


One  major  extension  of  the  supply  hy  means  of  a  new  main  from  Birkin  to 
Hillam  and  three  minor  extensions  to  supply  v/ater  for  the  new  Council  Hoxises 
huilt  on  the  Byram,  Barrington  and  Kellingcon  housing  estates,  took  place 

during  the  year. 


There  has  been  a  significant  improvement  in  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
higher  parts  of  Monk  Pryston,  Hillam  and  to  the  northern  parishes  in  general 
since  the  completion  of  the  link  main  from  Birl-dn  to  Hillam.  Thus  Y/ater  from 
the  Pontefract  Corporation  pressure  main  has  a  direct  path  to  Monk  Pryston  via 
Beal/Birlcin  and  the  aforementioned  link  main. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  contractors  made  the  final  connection  well 
ahead  of  the  scheduled  time  allotted  end  this  major  change  in _ the  supply  route 
to  the  northern  parishes  has  at  last  provided  them  Y/ith  a  satisfactory  water 
supply  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.

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SAim’ARY  ACCOMODATION 

An  indication  of  the  extent  to  y/hich  the  district  is  lacking  in  modem 
Y/ater-borne  sanitation  is  shovi/n  in  the  tables  appended  bolo\y.  It  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  the  percentage  on  the  y/ater  carriage  system  has  risen  by  approx¬ 
imately  6%  during  the  last  twelve  months.  Although  progress  is  slow,  the 
last  twelve  months  have  seen  an  acceleration  in  the  number  of  conversions  which 
have  taken  place  and  there  is  every  indication  that  this  trend  will  continue. 

Principally  the  change  is  due  to  the  increased  number  of  individuals  who  are 
now  tired  of  waiting  for  the  village  schemes  to  materialise  and  being  able  to 
afford  to  do  so,  have  carried  out  their  ovn  private  schemes  of  improvement 
including  the  construction  of  treatment  tanks.  Although  this  creates  another 
problem,  their  burden  has  been  somev/hat  lightened  by  the  Council's  y/illingness 
to  contribute  tov/ards  the  cost  of  the  conversion. 

Although  the  number  of  privies  abolished  in  favour  of  pails  has  decreased 
on  last  year's  return,  it  has  been  possible  to  persuade  the  OTvners  of  22  houses 
with  such  accommodation,  to  change  over. 

After  prolonged  negotiations  with  a  certain  nationalised  industry,  it  ha.s 
not  been  possible  to  arrange  for  the  abolition  of  some  twenty-foior  earth 
toilets  in  favour  of  pails.  The  deciding  factor  rested  vrith  the  tenants,  the 
majority  of  whom  chose  not  to  have  the  improvements  rather  than  pay  an  increase 
of  4d  per  yreek  on  their  rent.  It  seems  vvrong  that  tenants  should  have  found 
themselves  in  such  a  position.

The  year  mder  review  has  been  a  rather  frustrating  one  in  relation  to 
capital  T/orks  and  the  Council  are  no  nearer  implementing  the  combined  sev/erage 
scheme  which  would  displace  the  obsolete  systems  serving  the  parishes  of 
Brother  ton,  Pairbum  and  Byram-ciam-Sutton. 

This  scheme,  although  prepared  in  the  pre-war  era,  \7as  considerably 
delayed  through  years  of  negotiation  in  an  attempt  to  meet  the  wishes  of 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  by  investigating  the  possibility  of  a  joint 
scheme  with  Knottingley  Urban  District  Council  who  eventually  intimated 
their  unwillingness  to  participate.  It  is  in^jossible  to  carry  out  improve¬ 
ments  in  these  parishes  owing  to  the  inpracticability  of  abolishing  the  many 
primitive  units  of  sanitary  accommodation  until  the  new  scheme  materialises. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  SERVICE 


The  removal  of  domestic  refuse  is  undertaken  throughout  the  district  and 
although  the  number  of  houses  using  middens  has  been  reduced,  the  continued 
existence  of  this  type  of  obsolete  acconmoda.tion  in  substantial  numbers  places 
quite  a  strain  on  the  service,  especially  with  the  associated  difficulty  of 
obtaining  reliable  labour.  The  majority  of  even  the  most  mlling  of  labourers 
understandably  drav/  the  line  at  servicing  this  type  of  accommodation. 

The  replacement  of  old  houses  by  new  ones  has  not  helped  to  speed  up 
collections  ovd.ng  to  the  length  of  "carry".  A  means  of  access  at  the  rear 
of  these  houses, which  would  have  facilitated  collections,  unfort\mately  has 
not  been  provided,  so  having  to  use  the  front  access  means  on  average  a  total 
walk  of  120  yai'ds. 

Since  re-organisation,  a  further  streamlining  of  the  service  has  been 
carried  out,  by  this  it  has  been  possible  to  improve  on  the  collections  from 
ashpits,  etc.,  v/ithout  any  detriment  to  the  other  work. 

TRANSPORT 


The  S.D.  Freighter,  fore  and  aft  tipper  type,  having  a  capacity  of  I6-I8 
cu,  yds,  has  proved  to  be  most  adaptable  in  dealing  with  both  congested  areas 
and  scattered  districts.  It  has  been  possible  to  cope  v/ith  the  extra  bulk 
from  new  houses  and  conversions  without  making  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
runs  to  the  tips.  It  has  only  been  necessary  to  use  the  Karrier  dual-purpose 
vehicle  to  augment  the  emptying  of  ashpits  and  middens  as  scheduled  one  week 
in  nine.

The  extra  amount  of  packing  and  paper  now  used  has  substantially  altered 
the  character  of  refuse  and  the  bulk  to  v/eight  ratio,  but  v/hen  the  Chairaian 
appealed  to  the  ratepayers  of  the  district  for  a  reduction  of  this  bulk  by 
burning  as  much  as  possible,  the  response  was  just  the  opposite  to  that  requested. 

For  the  most  part  of  the  year,  the  only  tips  in  use  v/ere  the  ones  situated 
at  Fairburn  and  Beal.  Once  again,  awing  to  lack  of  labour,  tipping  was  not 
adequately  controlled.  This  factor  coupled  with  the  large  amount  of  combustible 
material  contained  in  the  refuse,  gave  rise  to  a  serious  fire  on  the  Fairburn  tip 
v/hich  proved  very  costly  to  extinguish. 

The  number  of  journeys  to  the  tips  have  again  been  reduced  despite  the 
increa.se  in  bulk  and  v/eight  of  material  removed  by  reason  of  having  a  larger

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


With  the  advent  of  the  new  Clean  Air  Act,  this  side  of  public  health  v/ork 
has  been  brought'  to  the  fore  and  most  local  authorities  are  endeavouring  to 
join  together  in  an  effort  to  produce  a  cleaner  and  pixrer  atmosphere.  The 
Council  are  nov/  one  of  the  constituent  authorities  of  the  West  Riding  Clean 
Air  Ooimcil,  v^rith  a  representative  on  the  executive  committee. 

The  pinpose  of  the  Act  is  two  fold,  firstly  to  reduce  eramissions  of 
industrial  smoke  to  an  absolute  minimum  and  secondly  to  create  completely 
smokeless  areas  comprising  in  the  main  of  domestic  and  business  premises. 

In  the  latter  areas  only  smokeless  fuels  are  allowed  to  be  used. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  the  greatest  sin^e  step  tovrards  achieving 
this  end  in  the  domestic  field  would  be  by  having  cheaper  solid  smokelss  fuels. 
It  is  very  difficult  for  householders  to  understand  why  the  price  of  coke  should 
be  higher  than  coal  when  many  valiiable  by-products  have  been  extracted  from  the 
coal  which  forms  the  coke. 

Although  miners'  concessionary  coal  is  not  an  acute  problem  at  present, 
there  are  quite  a  proportion  of  miners  living  on  the  Council's  housing  schemes. 
This  number  could  be  considerably  increased  in  the  future  with  the  sinking  of 
the  ncTiT  colliery  at  Kellingley  (po’w  commencec^.  There  has  been  a  lot  of 

discussion  about  this  problem  over  the  last  few  years,  yet  apart  from  a  few 
local  agreements,  nothing  more  constructive  has  been  achieved.  This  problem 
is  as  national  as  the  Coal  Board  is  in  name  and  extent,  why  therefore  can  it 
not  be  considered  at  national  level?  I  feel  sure  a  satisfactory  solution 
co-uld  be  found  if  consultations  took  place  at  the  highest  level  and  it  only 
needs  the  Minister  of  Pov/er  to  call  both  sides  together  for  a  start  to  be  made. 

Although  the  smoke  problem  created  vd-thin  the  rural  district  itself  is 
a  minor  one,  being  situated  on  the  mndward  side  of  an  industrial  area,  the 
district  receives  its  share  of  pollution  from  without,  thus  stressing  the 
need  for  all  to  maintain  close  co-operation  v/ith  nei^bouring  authorities. 

Another  difficulty  confronting  Rural  districiswho  have  areas  suitable 
for  the  formation  of  smokeless  zones,  is  the  moans  of  smokelessly  igniting 
these  solid  smokeless  fuels.  In  the  majority  of  such  areas,  coal  gas  is  not 
available  T/hich  prohibits  the  use  of  the  gas  poker  or  its  equivalent.  As  yet 
no  satisfactory  electrical  apparatus  is  available  for  ignition  purposes,  so  the 
formation  of  such  zones  in  such  areas  is  inpracticable , 

There  have  been  very  few  complaints  of  grit  nuisance  fromi  the  nearby 
Ferrybridge  Electric  Power  Station  this  year,  yet  observations  have  shown 
it  still  exists.  Perhaps  this  is  due  to  the  psychological  effect  the  partly 
con^^leted  new  "B"  Station  has  had  on  local  residents  who  blissfully  hope  it 
may  be  the  ansv/er  to  the  problem.  Unless  the  operation  of  the  original  section 
of  the  old  station,  \7here  there  is  no  form  of  grit  arrestation,  is  discontinued 
completely,  there  will  still  be  cause  for  complaint. 

As  the  new  station  had  only  just  begun  operating  by  the  end  of  the  year 
it  is  therefore  too  early  to  dra^r  any  conclusions  about  the  possibility  of 
atmospheric  pollution  from  this  source. 

The  deposit  figures  shovm  in  relation  to  the  four  survey  points  stationed 
in  the  district  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ferrybridge  Power  Station,  have  been 
supplied  by  the  Central  Electricity  Authority. 

Column  A  gives  a  measurement  of  the  amount  of  sulphur  in  the 
atmosphere  by  the  lead  peroxide  method  and  the  results  are  expressed  in 
milligrams  per  day  per  100  square  centimetres  of  sulphur  trioxide. 

An  exaraination  of  the  figuxes  will  show  a  considerable  variation  in  the 
deposit  even  at  the  same  station.  This  is  due  to  the  variation  in  the  rain¬ 
fall  ^  and,  the  direction  of  the  prevailing  wind.  On  the  v/hole,  both  the  soluble 
and  insoluble  d.eposits  are  slightljr  less  than  last  year,  but  this  could  be 
accounted  for  by  the  slight  drop  in  rainfall,  therefore  no  significant  con¬ 
clusions  may  be  drat'wi  from  these  figures.

As  usual,  housing  contj.nu.es  to  be  one  of  the  most  serious  problems 
facing  the  Councilj  aluho'jgh  oncjro  hcts  been  sono  improvement  in  the 
general  situation. 

After  the  failure  of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  195A-  to 
provj.de  on  incentive  for  landlords  to  effect  repairs,  the  impact  of 
the  noTV  Rent  Act  v/as  awaited  "with  interest.  So  fai',  contrary  to 
exp; eolations,  the  response  has  been  somewhat  limited,  especially  by 
tenaxits  living  in  poor  houses  where  the  rent  has  been  raised.  Only 
four  applications  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  were  made  up  to  the  end 
of  the  year,  but  no  certificates  were  issued;  three  undertalcings  being 
given  and  in  the  other  case  the  time  allowed  for  the  landlord  to  give  an 
unde.rtalcLng  had  not  expired  by  the  end  of  the  year.

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IMPROmENT  OF  EXISTBTG  HOUSES 

Although  the  number  of  grants  given  for  improving  existing  houses 
increased  this  year,  the  response  is  still  not  encouraging  after  consider' 
ing  that  the  scheme  has  now  been  in  operation  for  over  eight  years. 

After  the  success  of  the  Church  Row  scheme  at  Whitley,  where  the 
Council  purchased  several  substantially  built  houses  and  modernised 
them,  it  seems  regrettable  that  no  additional  arrangements  of  a  similar 
nat\are  have  been  possible.  This  type  of  scheme,  if  shrov/dly  applied, 
might  well  be  the  most  economical  way  of  resolving  part  of  the  general 
housing  problems  of  the  district  and  is  thought  to  be  con^jlementary  to 
any  housing  programme, 

INSPECTION,  REPAIR  MD  CLEARMCE  OF  UHFIT  HOUSES. 

A  total  of  59  houses  were  made  fit  by  the  carrying  out  of  repairs, 
in  addition,  58  representations  were  made  relating  to  houses  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  details  of  which  are  showin  in  the  Housing  Statistics, 
(see  page  13). 

OVERCROWDINC 

The  position  remains  fairly  static,  the  number  of  known  cases 
decreasing  by  one.  As  previously  stated,  it  is  difficult  to  assess 
the  true  position  v/ith  the  continued  movement  amongst  agricultinral 
workers . 

NEW  HOUSES 

The  mraiber  of  Council  houses  built  this  year  was  greater  than  last 
and  would  have  been  more  had  the  eighteen  units  under  construction  been 
completed  by  the  year  end. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  those  constructed  by  private 
individuals  equalled  the  number  built  by  the  Cornell,  which  represents 
over  a  50^  increase  on  last  year's  figures.

FOOD  ITxGTENE 

Good  progress  has  heen  made  in  hringing  food  shops  up  to  the 
standard  required  by  the  Regulations.  Many  difficulties,  especially 
in  the  outlying  districb  v;ithout  roain  drainage ,  have  been  overcome  with 
the  heli^ful  co-operation  of  the  occupiers.  Modernisation  has  also 
proved  to  be  a  beneficial  investment  for  such  shop  keepers  through 
increased  trade.  I  should  like  to  think  this  is  an  indication  that  the 
general  public  are  becoming  more  hygiene  conscious,  if  so,  this  influence 
vd.ll  be  far  greater  tlian  any  local  authority  could  hope  to  achieve  by 
mere  enforcement.  However,  the  tremendous  inci'easc  in  the  incidence  of 
food  poisoning  over  the  last  decade  could  imply  a  contrary  viev7.  These 
facts  are  not  just  discouraging  but  are  disgraceful  to  any  civilised 
country.  Could  it  be  that  as  a  nation  we  are  still  not  fastidious 
enough  when  dealing  with  matters  concerning  food? 

The  interpretation  of  certain  phrases  in  the  Regulations,  such  as 
"for  immediate  consuiiiption"  ,  often  clouds  the  real  issue.  Surely  the 
time  is  now  iinminent  for  amendments  to  be  considered  which  would  clarify 
these  ambiguaties;  should  these  take  place,  I  ¥/ould  like  to  see  the 
wrapping  of  all  brea-d  and  the  covering  of  confectionery  made  compulsory. 
It  seems  rather  strange  in  our  day  and  age,  with  all  the  pre-packaging 
of  goods,  that  the  commodity  often  referred  to  as  the  "staff  of  life" 
should  remain  so  unprotected  and  we  should  be  so  complacent  about  it.

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RODENT  COm'ROL  -  Continued 

Once  more  the  demands  on  the  operative '  s  time  on  work  other  than 
rodent  control  was  unf  ort\jnate  and  impeded  the  good  progress  made  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  but  on  the  whole  the  year  was  quite  a 
successful  one  for  rodent  control  and  the  ilinistry’ s  Technical  Officer 
has  confirmed  that  the  Council's  rodent  operative,  I'ir,  T,  Moore,  is  now 
very  competant  aftej?  Just  over  a  year’s  experience  at  this  v/ork, 

^jThen  a  treatment  was  carried  out  on  business  premises,  the  full 
costs  were  recovered,  all  infested  domestic  premises  being  treated  free 
of  charge. 

With  the  discovery  of  a  large  scale  infestation  on  land  in  the 
vicinity  of  a  tip,  the  use  of  which  had  just  been  discontinued  by  a 
neighbouring  authority,  it  became  necessary  to  carry  out  a  large  block 
control  treatment  over  a  wide  area.  After  a.  survey  had  been  made,  it 
was  decided  to  eliiiiinate  the  rats  in  one  section,  con^rising  two  to 
three  hundred  holes,  by  the  use  of  gas.  The  remaining  area  was  treated 
in  the  normal  way  by  pre-baiting  and  poisoning  with  a  quick  acting  poison. 
The  work  was  done  by  three  teams  of  tvro  and  vie  are  greatly  indebted  to 
the  valuable  advice  and  practical  assistance  given  by  the  Ministry’s 
Technical  Officer,  Miss  B,  B.  Jones  and  Mr,  P,  Pussey,  the  Divisional 
Rodent  Inspector  who  each  worked  vd.th  an  unskilled  labourer  to  form  two 
of  the  teams.  The  first  treatment  produced  a  95^  kill  and  the  remaining 
5%  were  eliminated  v/ith  a  follow-up  treatment. 

Although  the  C,A.E.C,,  continued  to  provide  a  rat  destruction  contract 
service  for  fanmers  throughout  the  area,  there  still  remains  quite  a 
substantial  number  of  agricultural  premises  where  no  proper  measures  are 
taken  for  control  of  rodents.  It  is  iu^^ortant  for  everyone  to  co¬ 
operate  by  .joint  action  to  achieve  the  best  results,  so  let  us  hope  such 
occupiers  vw'.ll  soon  join  in  by  contracting  for  the  systematic  destruction 
of  these  p<--ets.
